Washington, D. C., Oct. 29.—[Spe- 
cial.] — “ Growitt¥ dissat isfaction 
throughout the country with prohibi- 
tion laws which fail to prohibit is being 
steadily reflected in the attitude of 
aspirants for congressional honors at 
the November elections,” declares the 
Association Against the Prohfbition 
Amendment in a stement issued to- 
day, announcing a supplementary list 
of candidates indorsed by the agsocia- 
tion. 7 

“The association, numbering nearly 
400,000 members ‘Mall parts of the 
country,” the statement says,’ “ is 
against the return of the saloon, but 
stands for the manufacture and sale 
of wine and beer under proper regula 
tions.” 

Among the senators who are candi- 
dates for reélection who are added to 
the “ wet” list are: 

Hiram Johnson, California (Repub- 
lican), and Joseph I. France, Maryland 
(Republican). In Maryland the asso- 
ciation also inderses William C. Bruce, 
who is the Democratic_candidate for 
the United States senate. 

O’Bierne in New List. 

In IDlinois the only candidate for 
congress added to the original wet list 
is E. J. O’Bierne, Democrat, of the 
Eleventh district. One other midwest 
candidate, C. J. McLeod, in the Thir- 
teenth Michigan district, is added. 

“We have knowledge of the views of 
these men that satisfies us that they 
stand for real: temperance, as opposed 
to drastic legislation which has brought 
the illicit traffic to its volume,” said G. 
C. Hinckley, national secretary of the 
association, im announcing the new 
names. 

Indorsed Without Promises. 

“Not all of them have directiy ex- 
pressed themselves as in favor of all 
of the tenets of our association. Our 
indorsement, however, speaks for it- 
self as being in support of candidates 
whom we have satisfactory reasons for.

Bulgaria wants a strong 
league of nations to repair the injustice 
of the peace treaties, which is impos- 
sible while the United States, Germany 
and Russia are not members.” 


Slap at Reds. 


Complaining of the troubles caitsed 
by Gen. Wranhgel and his followers, M. 
Stamboulinski denounced suspicions of 
Biilgaria because of the formation of 
bands affiliated with Angora and Mos- 
cow was. threatening to drive Bulgaria 
to bolshevism.

Deals with New Section. 4 


One intersting annotation deals with 
Sec. 21 of the proposed new basic law. 
This section is new and contains only 
fifteen words, but over its meaning 
there is much discussion. It reads: 

“The republican form of government 
of this state shall never be abandoned, 
modified or impaired.” 

The explanatory notes of the conven- 
tion contain no comment upon the pur- 
pose and effect of this. Some of the 
leading delegates say they are in doubt 
as to what the section means. The in- 
itiative and referendum group insists 
that thé retention of Sec. 21 is to pro- 
hibit the I. & R. and the recall. 

Others argue that the section is com- 

pletely at variance with the restriction 
of Cook county in both the legislature 
and the Supreme court and that “ lim- 
ited representation” runs counter to a 
“republican form of government.” 
They argue that as the legislature 
is empowered to pass income tax laws 
which will probably affect Cook county 
more largely than downstate and.as 
the Supreme coyrt will pass on the 
validity of these laws, the restriction of 
Cook county amounts to something 
quite close to “taxation without repre- 
sentation,” and it is at any rate “ tax- 
ation without equal representation.” 


Finds Section Not Clear. 


The United States constitution guar- 
antees a “republican form of govern- 
ment” to each state. 

In its commentary, the bureau of 
efficiency says, as do others, that the 
purpose and effect of the new sec- 
tion in the new draft declaring against 
abandonment, modification or impair- | 
ment of the republican form of gov- 
ernment of Illinois “are not clear.’’

In the campaign at which Judge Righeimer last 
offered himself for the suffrages of his fellow citi- 
zens he declared on the stump that if elected he 
would see to it that any proposition Mayor Thomp- 


son put forth would get a fair count. He declared 


it with meaning and efaphasis and often. 
Theoretically we assumed that. Mr. Righeimer was, 
in duty bourfd to see that every proposition and 
every candidate should get a fair count. We do not 
recal] that he went that far. At a roaring city hall 
rally Mr. Righeimer's emphasis on what he would 
do on, bebalf of city hall propositions at the polls 
seemed worthy of the citizens’ second thoughts. 
Why Was it necessary for a city hall candidate to 


pledge a “ fair’ count to the city hall? 

However, Mr. Righeimer, with the aid of the 
Lundin-Thompson machine, then confident and all 
powerful, was elevated to the directorship of our 
election machinery. As county judge he appointed 
the board of election commissioners, selected or 
approved the 12,000 judges and clerks of election, 
designated the polling places; in short, wielded the 
powers of one of thesmost powerful political offices 
in our local system. 


Meanwhile the Lundin-Thompson organization 
began to show strain.

She will 
plead insanity—and in all probability get away 
with it. Also in Los Angeles a fifth jury is now 
hearing the evidence concerning the slaying of J. 
Belton Kennedy, alleged to have been murdered 
by Arthur C. Burch to satisfy the jealousy and 
pique of Madelynn Obenchain. 

In Fresno,- Cal., a man is released by a cor- 
oner’s jury after beating his wife to death on the 
plea. that he had found her with another man and 
she had taunted him. 

And now we have the mysterious murder of & 
Montana clergyman by a woman and the’ confes- 
sion of a Chicago woman that she tried to poison 
her husband “because she was tired of the way 
he was fooling around with other women.” | 
In the last analysis théy all come down to that. 
Women murder because they want to get rid of a 
man or a woman who has disturbed self-esteem 
ahd personal desires. For that, on the appeal of 
sex, sentiment, sobs, and slush they are released 
by juries. Thus is indorsed the taking of law 
into private hands for personal reasons. If there 
is a shred of intelligence in this country that should 


stop. 


NOT JAIL, BUT THE 
PENITENTIARY. 


School Trustee Hart Hanson charges Lundin- 
Thompson appointees, now at large and making 
effort to avoid jail sentences, with having spent 
$10,000 of school funds in their private defense. 
That would be characteristic, but it is not satisfac- 
tory to the taxpayer. It is going to be even less 
satisfactory if it serves as a precedent for the 
spending of more school funds to keep unfaithful 
public servants not merely out of. jail but out of 
the penitentiary. That will cost more than $10,000.

Reviews of Industry and|| 


Markets Hopeful. 


New York, Oct. 29.—[By the Asso- 


ciated Press.j]—-The trend toward bet- 


ter business in industrial and com- 


mercial circles has undergone no ap- 


parent change during the past week. 
Railway car loadings remain close to 
the peak and plainly will be greater 
if the roads could furnish and move 
a larger number of cars. 

Thus the excess in the demand for 
freight cars as compared with supply 


on Oct. 15, was, according to American | 


Railway association, 156,000 cars. The 
effect naturally is to restrain the move- 
ment of certain kinds of traffic, such as 
grain, and to restrict the mining of 
coal. 

Nevertheless, this situation is not as 
yet extreme and is considered to have 
its compensations. Steel products are 
moving in an amount approximately 
equal to current production and all es- 
sential needs of customers are reported 


' as being met. 


Soft Coal Output Mounts. 

@oft coal production is slightly 
higher, finally having risen above the 
10,000,000 tons a week level. And the 
slowing down in the grain movement 
has had a supporting effect on prices. 

Some well posted quarters consider 
that the transportation situation is 
searcely more difficult than is usually 
the case when a heavy seasonal move- 
ment of freight is under way. 

As for the steel industry, output is 
continuing te run slightly about 70 per 


‘ gent of capacity, and mills appear to 


have accumulations of orders on their 
books sufficient for a number of 
months ahead. The scarcity market 
‘reated by the strikes still show no 
signs of disappearing. 

Coke Prices Show Decline. 


Coke and pig iron prices are lower 
and the premiums offered for the 
prompt delivery of steel products have 
about disappeared. Railroad buying is 
being maintained and rail mills are al- 
ready working on the orders booked 
prier to the Oct. 1 inereage in prices. 

With respect to farm products, the 
movements of the week were some- 
what irregular. 
to new high records, the December fu- 
ture selling materially about 24 cents 
a pound. The strength of this com- 
modity is attributed partly to its im- 
pressive statistical position and partly 
te the fact that trade buying hag been 
streng, due both te the elearing up of 
the near eastern sityation and to bet- 
ter activity in the dry goods trade. 

Meanwhile a speculative following 
has been attracted by the spectacle of 
rising prices. Grain, on the other 
hand, lost part of the recent advance 
through profit taking. Optimism based 
on reports of fereign shortages has 
been restrained, by an appreciation of 

the restricted ture of foreign pur- 
chasing power. P 
Money Tone Is Firmer. 

Money continues to display its firmer 
tene, as is consistent with expanded 
trade activity. It is considered that 
the demands imcidenta] to the later 
have caused the withdrawal of funds 
from securities and that this has been 
a leading factor in the decline of bond 


‘prices. 


The reaction in the new treasury 
4% per cent bonds to 09 is regarded as 
having been due to the retreat of 
Speculators, who applied for the bonds 
in the hope that the later would sell 
quickly at a premium. An overextend- 
ed speculative position is also thought 
te have been a factor in the week's 
decline in stocks. 

Pronounced weakness in French and 
Helgian francs and in Italian lire, in 
sympathy with renewed declines in the 
German mark commanded consider- 
able attention. Francs sold below 7 
cents and lire below 4, prices which in- 
dicate marked anxiety over the Ger- 
man :

FOOTBALL ANECDOTES—NO. 12 


BY WALTER 
HICAGO went east to play the 
Army at West Point in 1903 in 
an important intersectional con- 
test. It was a gruelling battle 
and the cadets won, 10 to 6, in the laat 
minute of play, but an incident came 
up which shows what quick thinking 
will do in a football game..- 

It so happened that each éleven 
could gain through the other's left 
line. The right sides weré stone 
walls and/it was useless to send plays 
off the strong tackles. It simply was a 
case of try two plays then punt. 
There were breaks in the contest and 
each team took advantage to score. 


Hackett at Quarter Back. 

Col. H. B. Hackett, well known 
western conference football official, 
who was severely wounded in the 
world’s war while up on the front 
lines, was quarter back for the Army. 
Even today, Col. Hackett is quick with 
his decisions on the football field and 
will be remembered as the referee of 
the memorable 2 to 0 battle between 
Chicago and Michigan in 1906. 

In those days, captains and quarter 
backs were instructed to play the of- 
ficials. By this is meant some were: 
not as exact as others in calling hold- 
ing or offside play. Some would per- 
mit players to go to extremes before 
calling fouls, while many did not have 
the present day thorough knowledge of 
the rules.

Col. Hackett’s protest and gave the 
Army 15 yards and a free kick for the 
goal. The kick was successful and 
Chicago was beaten 10 to 6. In those 
days a field goal counted 6 points. 


But the peculiar part of the whole 
thing was that the official afterward 
admitted that Col. Hackett had warned 
him he was going to make a fair 
catch. It simply was quick thinking

There is a feeling in the grain trade 
that breaks in prices are to be tcem- 
porary, and that the trend of values 
is trreguiarly higher. Trade leaders 

- are friendly to the buying side of al! 
grains for December delivery, and a 
few are preferring the May wheat and 
the December corn. 

The yolume of the movement and ex- 
tent of foreign buying is to be a most 
important factor in influencing values 
from now on. Indications are that for- 
eigners will buy a great deal of wheat and 
other foodstuffs. Germany, while bank- 
rupt, ts understood to have $100,000 ,000 
in bank tn the United States for purchas- 
ing foodstuffs. It is buying a fair quan- 
tity of wheat and a great deal of rye, the 
latter being the cheapest food it can get 
There is an abundance of rye in the 

. northwest which has been sold for ex- 
port, and there is also a large quantity of 
grains the west, northwest, 
and southwest that has also been sold and 
awaits transportation. ; : 

Indications are for a better car supply 
for a short period both in the east and 
west. This will help the exporters as well 
as country holders, and with a larger 
movement from the country there is like- 
ly to be a better export demand.
